Rivalry of Big 
Industry Factor 
In Asias's Crisis 


Washington, D. C.—Market rival- 
ries and war tension go hand in hand 
in the Far East as industrialists in 
the United States, Japan and Brit- 
ain compete for the right to exploit 
Asiatic countries—and United States 
interests in these markets is grow- 
ing by leaps and bounds. 

This situation is reflected in 
U. S. Department of Commerce fig- 
ures showing increases of 62 per 
cent in exports to Asia and of 64 
per cent in imports from there this 
year. 

During the first five months of 
1934 exports of American products 
to Asia were valued at $152,540,000, 
as compared with $94,000,000 in the 
first five months of 1933, according 
to the department’s division of re- 
gional information. This increase 
was considerably larger than in- 
crease in exports from Europe, South 
and Central America and Canada. 
The greatest increases were shown 
in exports to Japan and China, as 
also the greatest volume, with lesser 
increases and amounts to the Philip- 
pines and British India. 

Imports into the United States 
from Asia were valued at $232,150,- 
000 in the first five months of 1934, 
as against $140,550,000 in the cor- 


responding period of 1933. The Phil- 
ippine Islands were the biggest 
source of these imports. Imports 


from the Philippines were valued at 
$61,150,000 in the first five months 
of this year as compared with $45,- 
040,000 in the same period last year. 
In the cases of Japan and China, the 
United States exported much more 
than it imported. 


Wage Chiselers 
Forced to Pay Up 


During the two-week period ending 
July 21, state directors of the NRA 
adjusted 990 complaints of minimum 
wage or maximum hour provisions 
in various codes and secured resti- 
tutjon of $106,732 for 4300 employes 
throughout the country, the recovery 
administration’s compliance division 
made public last 


said in a report 
Monday. 
Names of offending employers 


were not disclosed, but they were in 
all states except Nevada, Vermont 
and Wyoming. That does not mean, 
however, that there are no “chisel- 
ers” in those three states. The re- 
port dealt only with cases where the 


bosses had been forced to pay their | 


workers the full amount they should 
have received, but did not get, under 
the codes. 

Labor Scouts Excuse 

NRA officials said most of “the 
alleged violations were found to be 
merely employers’ misunderstandings 
of their obligations under codes.” 

Labor officials, however, do nor 
share that belief. 

“When the employers quit foster- 
ing ‘company unions’ and other de- 
vices to violate Section 7A of the 
Recovery Act we will begin to be- 
lieve they are anxious to comply 
with their codes,” said one union 
chieftain, pointing out that Section 
7A is a part of every code along 
with its wage and hour provisions.

Bus Firm to Return 
Discharged Employe 


The National Labor’ Relations 
Board announced its decision re- 
cently regarding the Jersey City 
(N. J.) and Lyndhurst Bus Com- 
pany in which it directed the com-/} 
pany to reinstate two discharged 
employees or be cited to govern- 


mental enforcement agencies, 
The boards’ decision was stated 


in a brief communication sent to 
the bus company which reads as 
follows: 

“The board having considered the 
evidence presented at the show 
cause hearing finds no reason to 
alter the tentative findings of fact 
sent you. It, therefore, has voted 
to make these findings final and 
will transmit them to governmen- 


tal enforcement agencies unless you 
have informed us that you have re- 
instated Richard and Cyril Joyce.” 

Complaint originally was filed by 


the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men. The Newark regional labor 
board ruled that the two men 
should be restored to their posi- | 
tions with the bus company and 
this ruling was confirmed by a de- 
cision of the national labor board 
June 9 when the company was 


given 10 days in which to effect the 
reinstatement even though it might | 
eall for displacing of men already 
hired. The national labor relations 
board heard the case July 26 at 
which time the company protested 
reinstatement of its two employees 
on the ground it would disrupt the |

As we are entering the closing days of the primary elec- | 


tion, which is to be held August 28th, many voters find them- 
selves still at sea with regard to what candidates they are to 
vote for, for the reason that there are few, if any of the 
voters, who know all the candidates. 

It is this unavoidable condition, which makes it possible 
for many voters to be influenced for or against various candi- 
dates, merely on the say-so of some political rounder, who 
is working for pay or who is interested because of some per- 
sonal reward promised in the event of election. 

Such subsidized political workers are poor advisers and 
anything they say should be discounted considerably, because 
of their purely selfish interest in the outcome of the election. 
Their job is not te tell people the truth but to influence 
voters to help get certain candidates elected. 

Frequently the most distorted version of the true facts 
is presented to voters and for this reason all voters should 
be on their guard and not be too ready to accept selfishly 


inspired claims, until they are investigated and found to be| 


really true. 

In other words what all voters should do is above all 
else to think for themselves. Very frequently the fact that 
certain individuals representing special interests, are for cer- 


tain candidates, constitutes the best reason that could be ad- | 


vanced for voting for somebody else. 
To select the best people in the primary is a most essen- 


tial part of any election, for, unless that is done the chance. 


to elect them at all in the general election is gone. This is 
why it is most important to vote at the primary. By being 
indifferent then and failing to vote at all or being careless in 
regard to who is voted for often leads to victory for the 
wrong man. 

Think it over and always vote as your best judgment 
may dictate. 


ISSUES CONFRONTING CONGRESS 


If we are going to end the depression, which is still 
with us, it will be necessary for the incoming Congress to 
move fast and put on “full steam’’ ahead in the direction 
of making realities of President Roosevelt’s program. 

Roosevelt's “New Deal’ when reduced to its simplest 
terms, is a reorganization of industry and finance along 


lines which will result in a larger share for the great masses | 


of the common people, than they are now getting and less for 
the privileged few at the top, who have been and still are 
realizing billions at the expense of the rest of the people. 

To accomplish this change it will require the most ter- 
rific struggle, both politically and industrially, which has 
ever taken place in the United States. We have a president, 
who is willing and ready to go ahead, but he cannot go 
farther than Congress makes it possible for him to go. 

The present Congress slowed down perceptibly during 
its regular session. Most. of the advanced and beneficial 
legislation it passed was done at its special session, when the 
emergency was so great that both Democrats and Repub- 
licans joined hands to avert the crash which would have 
taken place had this not been done. 


Unless we move ahead much faster and far more. 


aggressively in the direction Roosevelt is leading, than did 
the present Congress during its regular session recently 
ended, we are heading for a worse crash than confronted 


us March 4, 1933. 


Everything which has been accomplished in the direction | 


of better prices for farmers and higher wages for labor has 
been more than neutralized by greater increases in whole- 
sale prices than these gains have amounted to. 

The net result, therefore, is that about the only recovery 
we have experienced is that stimulated artificially by gov- 
ernment work and this can continue only as long as funds 
are available for continuing such relief work. 

To accomplish a real and fundamental change for the 
better it will be necessary for the incoming Congress to 
actually do what has been talked of so much in the past 
two years. 

About the only hope there is to put Roosevelt's program 
over is to nominate and elect enough new “live wires’ to 


Congress to convert that phlegmatic body into the fighting | 


progressive one which it will require to put the “New Deal” 
over. 

Unless the “New Deal" is put over with enough com- 
pleteness during the next two years, so that most of us can 
be experiencing enough improvement to be convinced that 
we are conquering the depression and achieving recovery, 
it is more than likely that the patience of the American 
people will have reached the breaking point by that time. 


Unless the Recovery Act is made a reality, especially the 
labor provisions of it, there is not apt to be much recovery 
and if depression is permitted to stalk about, as it has been 
doing during recent years, we are pretty apt to have trouble-

European Employers Block 40-Hour 
Week to Provide Work for Jobless

Arguments Against 40-Hour Week 

The opening discussion on this 
question, before reaching the Com- 
mittee stage, revealed the strong op- 
position of several of the employers’ 
delegates to such a change in the 
reducing working hours. 

The main points presented by 
them can be summarized as follows: 
They had very strong doubts as to 


its remedy for the improvement of 
employment. There was the fear 
that certain industries might expe- 
rience financial difficulties and 
even be obliged to close down, ow- 
ing to the inevitable increase in 
cost of production. Other industries 
will suffer from a smaller demand, 
and the measure would thus create 
unemployment. There was also the 
increase in the cost of production. 
This increase will be greater if the 
weekly earnings are Maintained and 
would seriously affect selling prices, 
even in the most favorable cases 
if the hourly wages remained un- 
changed. The increased cost of pro- 
duction will lead to further ration-| 
alization and mechanization to sat- 
isfy the demand at a cost price as 
low as possible by avoiding costly 
labor. No case had been proved 
that it would have a good economic 
effect by increasing power of the 
population. In such circumstances | 
one may wonder what would be 


the use of the proposed measure. 
Arguments in Favor of 40-Hour

Take the fig- 
ures from the French meallurgucal 
industry (174 undertakings) which 
show that between June, 1932, and 
July, 1933, there was an increase | 
of 28 per cent in production, but 
only a reduction of 0.8 per cent in 
labor strength. | 

Labor Is Always Condemned 

Arthur Hayday’s final words are 
worth repeating, when he said: 
“The workers, whether they beg, 
plead, or demand, are condemned. Ii 
we plead, we are told we are weak- 
kneed and have no case. If we ap- 
peal, we are told that the power 
of our organization is not strong 
enough to enforce the appeal. If we 
demand, then we are told that it i 
all constitutional methods. 
But there is bound to be an end 
to this insistent demand, and my 
final words here are that failure at 
Geneva will only intensify the strug- 
gle, particulariy in Great Britain.”
